To Avert Nationalization 


Liberalization of New York State's 


Unemployment Compensation system 
appears probable. And that is of im- 
mediate interest to each of the other 
47 states and the District of Columbia 


Proposed changes would increase the 


veekly benefit rate paid to persons 
who lose their jobs, would extent 
the pei'iod during 
which 
benefits 


can be obtained, wbuld bring partia 
unemplc-yment under the system anc 
would reduce the waiting period. Ac- 
cording to which of three proposals 
s adopted, the change would add from 
24 to 40 million dollars to the annua' 
cost of unemployment benefits in the 
Smpire State alone. 


Superficially, perhaps, the outlay o: 


nany millions annually by New York 
is a matter purely of local option, anc 
of casual interest to workers or tax- 
payers of the other jurisdictions whicl 
iiave such systems. 


But the experts are convinced tha 


upon New York's action will depenc 
whether any of the states shall even 
possess unemployment compchsatioi 
systems of their own much longer 


The federal government is com 


milted to an attempt to nationalizi 
the set-up, and to take it out of tin 
hands of the states. Organized labo 
leans toward such a step. That i 
why the most reactionary employe 
groups are vicing with social worke 
in hoping that New York will depriv 
Washington of a powerful weapon by 
liberalizing the law in the largest anc 
most prominent unit of the system. 


The danger is real, unless one fa 


vors centralizing one service after an 
other in Washington until the state 
lose everything but a rubber-stain 
administrative place in the fedcra 
scheme. 


Sidney Hillman, worried about the 


millions who would be thrown out of 
work temporarily by industrial con- 
version lo war production, had a bill 
introduced appropriating ?300,000,000 to 
be added to unemployment benefits 
disbursed under state laws. That, in 
itself, was worthy and proper. 


But the bill provided that the Presi- 


dent—which meant Administrator Mc- 
Nutt—could 
promulgate 
regulations 


with which the states must comply. 
And the tentative list made public 
would have raised all weekly bene- 
fit rates by 20 per cent, extended 
their duration to a full six months, 
and brought every employer of a sin- 
gle workman under the system. 


Such generosity went far beyond 


what even the richest state could 
afford. 


The Hillman proposal was killed in 


committee by tiie bitter opposition of 
state officialdom. For the moment it 
appears permanently dead. But word 
comes that unless the states go at 
least part way toward satisfying the 
demand for liberalization, Washington 
will revive the campaign for national- 
ization of unemployment compensa- 
tion. 


Keep an eye on this situation. Its 


solution may 'have a great deal to do 
with the type of federal government 
with which we emerge from this war.

Germans Said 
Resigned to 
Allied Invasion 


LONDON — (ff>)— 
Reports reaching 


jondon from neutral capitals Tues- 
day indicated the German command 
was resigned to an impending invasion 
of Europe by Allied forces and afraid 
hat the attack would come at a 
place where it was not expected. 


The well publicised visit of Gen- 


eral George C. Marshall, U. S. Army 
chief of staff, and Harry Hopkins, 
Divisor to President Roosevelt, has 
given Berlin an advance case of jitters 
which was being answered by state- 
ments of varying bravdo these re- 
ports showed.

Nazis Claim 15 
Vessels Sunk 


BERLIN — W)— The Nazi command 


declared Tuesday that German sub- 
marines and planes had sunk 15 more 
Allied merchantships 
totaling 120,- 


000 tons two of them American ves- 
sels in a convoy returning from the 
Soviet port of Murmansk. 


The submarines were said to have 


destroyed the American craft. One had 
been damaged previously by aerial at- 
tack, a special communique said. They 
were reported to total 12,200 tons. 


"Fighter planes sank one tanker of 


4,000 tons and damaged a large mer- 
chant ship— both belonging to the same 
convoy— so severely that their loss 
must be reckoned with. 


Submarines operating in the Atlan- 


tic were said to have sunk 12 Allied 
merchantships of 104,000 tons. Nearly 
all the ships, including 7 tankers, were 
torpedoed directly off the east coast

In the battle for the approaches to 


India British headquarters reported 
Tuesday that RAF planes destroyed 
or damaged 13 Japanese flying boats 
in a smashing attack on Japan's new 
base in the Andaman island in the 
Bay of Bengal.

LITTLE 
ROCK—The 
strawberry 


crop in Arkansas is of vastly more 
importance in 1942 than it has ever 
been before in the history of the slate, 
according to Roscoe N-. Rushing, Farm 
Placement Supervisor in Arkansas 
for the United States Employment 
Service. 


"If we reach the Food for Victory 


goal as set by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture," said Mr. Rushing, "it will' 
require the best efforts ot everyone 
to produce and harvest everything 
possible. Too. much emphasis cannot 
be placed on the importance to the 
war effort of sufficient supplies of 
food. The defense Worker cannot pro- 
duce, the soldier cannot fight, with- 
out food. 


"The strawberry harvest in Arkan- 


sas will get under way from April 20 
to May 15. Present prospects are for 
a bumper crop; 18,000 strawberry pick- 
ers are new needed." 


Most of the workers placed by the 


Farm Placement Service in this state 
come from Arkansas, eastern' Oklaho- 
ma and southern Missouri, according 
to' Mr. Rushing. Also some workers 
come here from 18 other states. These 
workers travel to the harvest fields in 
various Ways: in late model cars pul!- 
ing trailers; in old model cars of al- 
most every make known to jutomo- 
bile history in almost every kind of 
shape and condition; they come on 
freight trains,' and there is always a 
full quota • of hitch hikers. 
These 


workers as a class are honest, hard- 
working, easy-tb-work-with people. 


The growers and other truck owners 


go all over Arkansas to gather up 
groups that have no other means o 
travel. Where a group does not have 
complete .camp- equipment, a house 01 
shelter is furnished. Some growers 
furnish camp equipment, but no grow- 
er will furnish board, because th 
grower's wife, in mostinslances, sup- 
ervises the packing. During peak ac- 
livilies, Ihe shipping centers have Ihe 
appearance of boom towns.

SPENCER, Tenn.—An invitation to 


attend an old fiddlers' contest or to cat 
a box supper means to residents of 
this Cumberland Pleatu town what an 
official demand to "pay your taxes" 
might elsewhere. 


This innovation in raising municipal 


revenue got ils slart in October, 1940, 
when eight civicminded women got 
themselves elected, to all the offices 
of the town government, abolished 
taxes and started sponsoring "benefits" 
for municipal purposes. 


They're Making Money! 
Their plan has worked; there is a 


surplus in the treasury of more than 
$1,000, or about two dollars for each 
of the community's 508 inhabitants 
(1940 census), and now "Madam' May- 
or" and her associates are planning 
a community building. 


"Mountain men always help one 


another in building houses and things 
of thai sort," said Mrs. J. M. Gordon, 
the mayor and a middleaged house- 
wife whose husband is a farmer. 


"That's the way we intend to build 


our community house. The stone has 
been quarried and the men will put 
up the building whenever they can 
spare the time from their work. But 
we'll probably have to wait until after 
the war is over to get the heating and 
plumbing fixlurcs." 


Took Over In 1940 
An apathetic attitude on the part 


of the menfolk after former Mayor 
J. F. Kell died early in 1940 prompted 
the women to assume control of the 
town (county seat of Van Buren coun- 
ty) in the fall elections. 


"No one seemed to know what was 


going to become of the city govern- 
ment after Mayor Kell died," Mrs.

State Needs 
Berry Pickers

crop in Arkansas is of vastly more 
importance in 1942 than it has ever 
been before in the history of the slate, 
according to Roscoe N. Rushing, Farm 
Placement Supervisor in Arkansas 
for the United States Employment 
Service. 


"If we reach .the Food for Victory 


goal as set by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture," said Mr. Rushing, "it will' 
require the best efforts of everyone 
to produce and harvest everything 
possible. Too much emphasis cannot 
be placed on the importance to the 
war effort of sufficient supplies of 
food. The defense Worker cannot pro- 
duce, the soldier cannot fight, with- 
out food. 


"The strawberry harvest in Arkan- 


sas will get under way from April 20 
to May 15. Present prospects are for 
a bumper crop; 18,000 strawberry pick- 
ers are new needed." 


Most of the workers placed by the 


Farm Placement Service in this state 
come from Arkansas, eastern1 Oklaho- 
ma and southern Missouri, according 
to Mr. Rushing. Also some workers 
come here from 18 other states. These 
workers travel to the harvest fields in 
various Ways: in late model cars pull- 
ing trailers; in old model cars of al- 
most every make known to automo- 
bile history in almost every kind of 
shape and condition; they come on 
freight trains,' and there is always a 
full quota. of hitch hikers. 
These 


workers as a class are honest, hard- 
working, easy-tb-work-with people. 


The growers and other truck owners 


go all over Arkansas to gather up 
groups that have no other means of 
travel. Where a group does not have 
complete .camp- equipment, a house or 
shelter is furnished. Some growers 
furnish camp equipment, but no grow- 
er will furnish board, because the 
grower's wife, in mostinstances, sup- 
ervises the packing. During peak ac- 
tivities, the shipping centers have the 
appearance of boom towns. Carnicals,
